Mr. Koslo? What -- I'm sorry, what's -- what is
your name, again?

MR. DAVID WISEMAN: Wiseman.

CHAIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: Wiseman?

MR. DAVID WISEMAN: Yes.

CHAIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: Okay. All
right. I'm sorry, I was looking at the, um -- I

was looking at the information. I guess I —-- I
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missed your name, so I apologize.

MR. DAVID WISEMAN: Not at all.

CHAIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: You said Mr.
Wiseman.

MR. DAVID WISEMAN: Yes.

CHAIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: All right.
All right, Mr. Wiseman, the Government has
represented that there is an offer in compromise
of a fine of $300, payable in 30 days, and if the
fine is not payable in 30 days that your license
will be suspended until the -- the fine is paid.
Is this your understanding of the offer in
compromise that you made with the Government?

CHATIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: Are you aware
that by accepting this offer in compromise that
you are waiving your right to a have -- to have -
- to have a hearing?

MR. DAVID WISEMAN: Yes.

CHATRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: And are you
aware that by -- that you're also waiving your

right to appeal this matter?
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MR. DAVID WISEMAN: Yes.

CHAIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: All right.
All right. Um, I, then, move that this offer in
compromise for a $300 fine, payable in 30 days,
and 1f it's not payable in 30 days, their license
will be suspended. I make a move -- motion that
this be, um -- be accepted. Is there a second?

CHAIRMAN DONOVAN ANDERSON: Ms. Miller
has seconded the motion.

MR. DAVID WISEMAN: All right.
